June 26.—A final revision 


of the administration currency bill was

notes and their replacement by the new 
federal reserve notes, authorized by the 
bill was replaced. 


The provision allowing country banks 


to deposit a part of their reserves was 
revised, and the federal regional banks 
were given the authority to fix the rate 
of discount, subject to the approval of 
the federal reserve board.

the new currency reform bill are con- 
vinced that Americans have more varied 
ideas upon the money queation than upon 
any other before congress.

Buffalo, N. Y.. June 26.—Over 10,000 


square inches of skin must be given for 
grafting purposes if the death list of the 
Husted Elevator explosion and fire is to 
ue Kept from reaching far more appall- 
.ing proportions, according to conserva- 
tive estimates of physicians in attend- 
ance on the injured St the various hos- 
pitals. 


To meet this demand, the skins of 


over 300 volunteers will be required. A 
public appeal will be made as soon as 
the exact conditions arc known. 


No more bodies had been recovered 


from the ruins this morning and firemen 
were still pouring water into the wreck- 
age. 
Preparations were made to relieve 


the heavy mass of twisted steel and con- 
crete by a wrecking crane. The debris 
is puled sixty feet High and no substan- 
tial progress toward the recovery of 
bodies can be made until the ruins cool 
and the wreckage is removed. 


May Exceed Half Hundred. 


With seventeen known to be dead 


last night, eighteen missing and a score 
in hospitals tor whose recovery no hope 
is entertained, the ultimate total of vic- 
tims of the lire and explosion that 
wrecked the big plant of the 
Husted 


Milling and Elevating company Tues- 
day will likely exceed half a hundred. 
Nine of the sixty taken to hospitals 
died yesterday. 


The police working with company of- 


ficials in checking up the list of em- 
ployed revised their c-atimate of twenty- 
eight missing by reducing it to eighteen. 
It has been established that these men 
were in the mill and the police feel cer- 
tain they perished. 


The police department today institut- 


ed an investigation into the fire horror 
and will report its findings to the dis- 
trict attorney. 
Many of the survivors 


have been questioned and their state- 
ments will be submitted to the county 
prosecutor.

FELLED BY A BOLT; 


WAS THOUGHT DEAD 


Bluffton Man Struck by Lightning But 


Revives and Tells the Story of 


Shock. 


Bluffton. Ind.. June 20.—Samuel Sny- 


der, 
widely known salesman of lighting 


systems, was knocked down and render- 
ed unconscious by an electric bolt and 
those who saw him prostrated thought 
him dead. 


Mr. Snyder and his little son, James, 


aged 0, hail been to Zancsville by auto- 
mobile, and after transacting business 
there were en route home when the 
storm overtook them and they sought 
rcluge in the barn on the George, Tabor 
farm, near the Kockcreek-Liberty town- 
ship line, west of Blull'tou. 
Lightning 


was Hashing .almost continuously tor a 
time and in addition to Mr. Suyder and 
his sou Mr. Tabor and several farm 
hands went to the barn to be in the dry. 
Mr. Snvder was leaning against a large 
post in the barn when there came a 
vivid Hash of lightning, followed by an 
immediate clap of thunder, and the next 
instant Mr. ynyder wats sprawliug on the 
Hour. 


Investigation showed that a part of 


the electric shaft had been iletlected 
from the top of the bara, down along the 
post against which Snyder was leaning, 
und he evidently got the benefit of the 
most of the current that came down the 
post. 
Examination later showed where 


the shaft seared and burned the post 
from the roof down to the point where 
Mr. Snyder was leaning. Here the scar- 
ing of the post ceased, showing'conclu- 
sively that the electric current passed 
through Mr. Snyder's body from that 
point to the floor of the barn and thence 
into the ground. 


After being knocked to the floor sense 


less Mr. Snydcr laid there perfectly im 
movable and Mr. Taylor and other men 
in the barn thought for a. time that he 
had been killed outright. 
They tried 


in vain to call Bluffton to get a doctor 
and to notify Mr. tjnyder's family, but 
the storm had put the telephone lines 
out of working order and it was impos- 
sible to get a call through. It proved 
unnecessary, however, to have a doctor, 
us Mr. ynyder soon exhibited signs of 
life, and gradually recovered. 
It was 


about two hours, however, before he felt, 
strong enough to feel safe in running his 
aulumobile into BlufTton.

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At the Primaries Tomorrow. 


Under the old regime of partisan politics in city af- 


fairs, long recognized as undesirable, inefficient and pro- 
ductive of countless evils, but with which the people have 
not yet brought themselves quite to the point of definitely 
breaking company, -voters of Fort Wayne will be expected 
to go to the primary polls tomorrow for the nomination of 
democratic and republican city tickets to be voted for at 
the November election. 


Circumstances somewhat out of the ordinary have 


bperated to rob some of the contests of the popular inter- 
est which customarily attends them, and this will doubt- 
less have a tendency to lower the total vote to n consider- 
able degree. It seems at this time unlikely that there will 
be anything approaching a record-breaking vote unless 
the interest in councilrnanie nominations or the clerkship 
contest serves to bring it out.
